Suit was 
filed by the Bank of France in the 
federal court in New York to recover 
the gold bars which are now held by 
the Equitable Trust Co., and the 
Chase National Bank. It was based 
on the assertion that the metal was 
stolen from the vaults of the state 
bank of the Russian Empire after the 
Bolshevists revolution.

The New Coal Kale 

Alberta generally and the coal mining districts in par¬ 
ticular have reason to feel gratified at the decision of the 
Federal government to permit of Alberta coal being moved 
to Ontario at a cost of $6.75 per ton. The agreement will 
cover a three year period, and the coal is to be moved dur¬ 
ing the off-peak season, so that no interference will be oc¬ 
casioned with the gr^tt annual grain movement frcm the 
western prairies. 

It will help to mitigate many of the labor troubles iu 
the coal mining districts, for with steadier employment 
workers will be more contented. When men are working 
for only two thirds of a year, it naturally follows that the 
most stringent economy must be practiced if they are to pay 
their way and enable their children to be educated. Partial 
mployment of the men in the coal industry has been the 
general experience for some years past, owing to the 
supply haviug exceeded the demand. This condition ha: 
been accentuated by the imports of vast quantities (f Amei 
ican coal, and it has been a long fight on the part of Alberta 
coal men and Boards of Trade of the province to combat this 
condition which has taken millions of dollaisfrcm Canadian 
channels of trade and commerce. But it has at last niel 
with success, and it is hoped that every effort will be made 
to serve Ontario with a product which will clearly demon¬ 
strate that it pays to buy Alberta coal. 

Tlje steam coal areas may not benefit to the extent tliai 
the domestic coal producers will, but nevertheless the coal 
industry as a whole will benefit, and it is bound to refleci 
some benefit on the steam coal mining industry. The min 
ing of steam coal calls for the investment of huge sums oi 
money, and the employment of skilled men, consequently 
the days of the small operator mining coal from what art 
commonly termed gopher holes are a thing of the past, and 
the companies which have expended hundreds of thousand.

Proposal lo Widen Scope of Assessment 

In regard to municipal assessment, tlioiigli^no definite 
policy has been decided on as to the inclusion of populated 
areas contiguous to the townsite which at present are not 
assessed for town purposes, the proposal is under consider' 
atiou whereby the people living in those areas will be asses-] 
sed so that they will pay a proportion of the cost of local 
municipal services. 

The town proper, it is reported, has a population of 
nearly 2100, while the annexes, such as East Coleman, 
Graftontowu, and Carbondale would account for approxim- 
ately another thousand souls, making a total 
population in excess of 3,000. That this number is approx¬ 
imately correct may be judged from the number of pupils 
attending the schools, their total approaching 700. 

As this town is now recognized as being firmly estab¬ 
lished as au important coal mining centre, with coal depos¬ 
its that will ensure an output far beyond the life of the 
present generation, it is safe to assume that it has passed 
the experimental si age, so that those in authority woulc 
have good reason to plan for permanent improvements ii 
t>p way of utilities and public service. 

When the total revenue of the town from taxation is 
taken into consideration, the money has been spent in such 
a manner as to provide a minimum of value, but furthef 
progress is prevented because the revenue will not permit 
of any heavy outlay for permanent improvements. There¬ 
fore the council has to cast its eye aroiincfto find by what 
means the assessment can be augmented. The, viewpoint 
is taken that-rthose living in the areas not incorporated in 
the town limits, receive some benefits from the money spent 
on public improvements, and therefore should contribute 
towards the revenue of the town at large. The Journal 
learns from an authoritive source that the widening of the 
town’s present area to include further territory and property 
for municipal taxation will be a subject to be considered al 
an early date. 

With a population of around 3,000, Coleman undoubt¬ 
edly requires increased revenue if it is to make provision for 
its population in the way of utilities and public service 
generally. All enterprising business men and citizens are 
desirous of progress, for every ratepayer and resident 
shares in the benefits that may accrue, besides which there 
is an increase of civic fride in the hearts of everyone if they 
live in a town of which they are proud and which they feel 
need take second place to none of similar size. 

As against this proposal there are reasons put forth 
by others that it would be poor business to include a widei 
area for municipal taxation, for it would entail an added 
burden on the ratepayers instead of helping to retain taxei 
at their present level.
